SUPREME COURT 
DECISION 


County 
Assessors May Fix 1 h eir Own 
V aluation 
T he Suprem e C ourt Friday affirmed the 
order and judgm ent in th e case of the San 
Jose Com pany vs. January, th e T reasurer 
of Santa C lara county. 
The appeal in this 
case was taken from an order dissolving a 
tem porary injunction, and from a judgm ent 
dism issing plaintiff’s com plaint, th e dem ur­ 
rer of defendant to p la in titfs com plaint hav­ 
ing been sustained and judgm ent rendered 
upon plaintiff's 
declining 
to 
answ er. 
Plaintiff is and was on the 10th of M arch, 
18S0, a corporation eDgagtd iu th e m anu­ 
facture and selling of gas ti the city and 
inhabitants uf San Jose, and to the tow n of 
Santa Clara and adjacent places in S anta 
Clara county. 
Its capital stock was $600,­ 
000, divided into 6,000 shares, which were 
owned by stockholders and not by th e cor­ 
poration. 
The corporation owned taxable 
property in Santa C lara county, viz., real 
estate and im provem ents, personal prop­ 
erty, money, street m ains and franchise. 
In due tim e th e corporation filed w ith th e 
Assessor a statem ent of all property, in ­ 
cluding th e street m ains and franchise. 


T H E COMPLAINT 
Alleges th a t th e full cash valne of th e 
street m ains was .$15,000 and no more, 
and th a t the Assessor assessed them a t 
840,860 : th a t in m aking the assessm ent he 
added to th e full cash value of th e street 
m ains th e cost estim ated by hiniBelf of 
digging th e trenches, laying the m ains, 
pipes, etc., and m aking the connections, 
and th u s m ade up an aggregate value of 
840,060. 
The com plaint also alleges th a t 
th e full cash value of the plaintiff's fran­ 
chise to be a Corporation to be 8100 and no 
more ; th a t the Assessor assessed th e same 
a t $130,000, in m aking w hich valuation he 
estim ated th e combined aggregate mark* t 
value of the shares of the capital stock of 
the corporation, held and owned by tb e 
shareholders, a t $240,000, and from th a t 
aggregate deducted the combined aggre­ 
gate vaiue of all tho taxable properly of 
th e corporation, including real estate and 
im provem ents thereon, personal property, 
m oney and street mains, and found th e re­ 
su lt 8130,000, and assessed th e franchise at 
th a t sum. 
The plaintiff made application 
to the Board of Equalization of the county, 
claim ing a reduction of its m ains from 
$40,S60 to 815,000, and on its franchise 
from 8130,000 to $100. 
The Board exam ­ 
ined th e application, and exam ined, on 
oath, th e officers of the plaintiff and A s­ 
sessor. 
From such exam ination it ap­ 
peared to th e Board th a t the valuation 
placed upon said street m ains and franchise 
w ere m ade in tho m anner hereinbefore 
stated and not otherw ise, and the Board 
beiDg of th e opinion th a t they had been 


CORRECTLY ASSESSED, 
R ejected the application and refused to re­ 
duce either of th e valuations. 
The tax on 
th e street mains, a t a valuation of $15,000, 
would be 8225 ; on the valuation of $40,- 
SOO ia 8612 90 ; franchise, a t 8130,000 is 
$1,950; a t $100, would be $1 50, and plain­ 
tiff tendered paym ent of $2*45 and 81 50, 
receipt of which was refused. 
P laintiff 
prayed for an injunction restraining de­ 
fendant from proceeding to enforce th e col­ 
lection of th e taxes upon th e valuation as 
fixed by the Assessor as to the valuation of 
th e mains. 
The Suprem e C ourt say th a t 
the duty of m aking the valuatiou was cast 
upon th e Assessor. 
The m ethod of arriv ­ 
ing a t th e valuation, th e process by which 
his m ind reached the conclusion, is m atter 
com m itted to his determ ination. • If he 
erred in his judgm ent, the remedy was by 
application to th e Board of Equalization, 
and th e C ourts will not revise th e judg­ 
m ents of these officers npon such questions. 
T his disposes of the case, because th e tax 
upon the entire valuation of the mains was 
not paid nor offered to be paid. 
If any 
p art of the tax complained of be legal, th a t 
p art m ust be paid before a party will be 
heard to complain of an illegal acticn. 
By 
Section 1, A rticle X III., of the C onstitu­ 
tion, franchises are declared to be property 
for th e purposes of taxation. 
The m ethod 
of assessm ent and by whom was to be and 
was provided for by law. 
Therefore, it 
does not rest w ith the plaintiff or w ith th e 
C ourts to determ ine th a t its franchise had 
no value. 
In a pecuniary sense the value 
of franchises may he as various as the ob­ 
jects for which they existed and the m eth­ 
ods by which they are employed, and may 
change w ith every moment of tim e, but 
th a t franchises are property, and are to be 
taxed in some method in proportion to 
value, is a part of the param ount law of 
this State.

m eans certainly even in th a t case. 
The 
position in which he has placed himself is 
indeed peculiar.

apparent th a t all who support his candi­ 
dature now m ust do so from m otives of

official rew ard during th e present adm inis­ 
tration. 
I t is probable th at m any of Mr. 
Conkling’s friends will fail to stand this

W h eth er he really be­ 
lieved th a t he was an Am erican citizen is 
of course a question t o t easily answered, 
b u t even had his prco's been as full as 
th ey are in fact deficient, it is clear th a t 
it would have been a very difficult and 
ungracious task to ask his release under 
th e circum stances, 
lie is accused of hav­ 
ing fom ented sedition in a foreign country, 
and it is very certain th a t no Am erican 
citizen has a lig h t to do th at, and th a t the 
Am erican G overnm ent would not be ju sti­ 
fied in projxmng the release of a person so 
ac;used. 
Boy ton w ent to Ireland of his 
own accord, w ith the express purpose of 
taking an active p a rt in revolutionary 
proceedings, and he n u st be left to the 
natural outcome of the situation he has 


W e publish in another colum n a very 
suggestive letter from a correspondent <*,n 
th is question. 
The views presented liy \iim 
as to th e im prudence of following tlie old 
English law of riparian rights in countries 
w here th e conditions are such as to dem and 
different legislation, are obviously sound 
and rational. 
I t is evident th a t the only 
result of adherence to the English law in 
California can be to defeat ell attem pts at 
cultivation by irrigation. 
B u t it appears 
to us equally apparent th a t it w ould be 
a m istake of sim ilar gravity to adopt a uni­ 
form system of riparian rights for this 
State, since it is clear th a t th e needs of 
various regions are not identical, b u t in 
m any cases quite different. 
The English 
system undoubtedly grew out of social and 
governm ental conditions which have long 
ceased to exist, and to which no parallel 
could ever be found in this country. 
H i­ 
parían rights as settled under the English 
law belong to th a t feudal system under 
w hich popular claims may he said to have 
been ignored. 
The land and its appurte­ 
nances were held in fee by chiefs, whose 
convenience alone was considered. 
There 
were th en no comm ercial requirem ents to 
be thought of, and th e landlord claimed 
the w ater w hich flowed through or past 
hi9 holding, w ithout any regard to the 
rights of those who lived above or below 
him. 
Custom has rendered thi3 arbitrary 
and crude.system fam iliar to th e English 
people, and they have gradually adapted 
them selves to if, b u t we do not th in k it 
can be argued th a t it was in any tru e sense 
the result of an attem p t to m eet popular 
requirem ents, or th a t it has ever been 
specially suited to the needs of England. 
T he Colorado Courts, as our correspond­ 
ent points out, have taken th e rational 
m ethod of su b stituting a system adapted 
to th e w ants of th e Colorado people, fcr 
the English law. 
The principle underly­ 
ing this course is one which California leg­ 
islators and Judges may do well to accept, 
but it does not follow th a t th e Colorado 
m ethod is necessarily th e best for this 
State. In fact the adoption of th e Colorado 
principle requires no more than th at w hat­ 
ever system is adopted shall be in harm ony 
w ith the environm ent; and it is clear th at 
this principle could not be faithfully car* 
ried out by a scheme which forced upon 
a S tate having diverse needs, a cast-iron 
plan of any kind. 
The one trustw orthy 
m ethod of procedure in revising our laws 
relating to the use of w ater is to apply to 
every district such regulations as best fit 
its necessities. 
W e have here a region in 
which irrigation is needed, and another 
region in w hich m ining is the param ount 
industry. 
W e cannot afford to adopt a 
system of riparian rights which, in order 
to secure freedom to cultivators by irriga­ 
tion, requires the farm ers of th e northern 
part of the S tate to subm it to ruin by the 
precipitation of m ining detritu s upon their 
lands. 
N either can we afford, for the 
take of stopping this evil, to deprive the 
southern irrigators of the facilities which 
are indispensable to them . 
W e cannot, in fact, suit th e circum ­ 
stances to th e law : we m ust take the 
opposite m ethod, and adjust th e law* to 
the circumstances. 
The end to be sought 
by all legislation is the securing of the great­ 
est good to the greatest num ber. 
I t can 
never be regarded as wise legislation to 
sacrifice th e rights of any citizenB to any* 
other citizens when such a sacrifice is by 
any possibility avoidable. 
Experience has 
shown th a t it is im practicable to fram e a 
riparian syBtem which will by one set of 
regulations satisfy the requirem ents of the 
whole comm unity. 
W e should, therefore, 
cease to strive for Buch uniform ity, and 
content ourselves w ith so elastic a scheme 
th a t it may be applied w ith equal justice 
and benefit to as many differences of condi­ 
tion as are to be dealt with. 
There are 
regions in California where the Colorado 
plan is best adapted to the popular needs. 
There are other regions where th a t plan 
would prove disastrous to im portant in ter­ 
ests. 
I t should be clear from these facts 
th a t the m ain requirem ent is not a cast- 
iron scheme of any kind, b u t th e securing 
of equal protection for all m anner of rights 
and necessities. 
The English riparian rights law is one 
which, in our judgm ent, ought to be dis­ 
carded altogether in th is country. 
The 
id»a th a t it is necessary for the protection 
of popular rights is fallacious, since those 
rights can be guarded w ithout resort to any 
such clum sy and artificial theory*. 
The 
maxim 
sic 
utere tuo 
ut 
alienum 
non 
laidas, constitutes an 
independent and 
comprehensive hasis for protective and 
rem edial legislation, and does not need to 
be fortified by resort to feudal theories 
which have no raison cTetre in an A m eri­ 
can .State. The predilection for the English 
common law has been productive of far 
too much obstruction and mischief already, 
and we should be glad to welcome a ten ­ 
dency to discard th at model. 
A dapta­ 
tion of the law to the actual requirem ents 
of the situation is th e one great touch­ 
stone of its soundness and applicability, 
and w hatever doctrines fail undii* this test 
ought to be rejected w ithout hesitation. 
If our law yers could shake free from the 
! num bing clutch of th e English common 
law iu m any things they would find their 
advantage in it, and progress would be 
| einoothcr as well as inore rapid if th is p ar­ 
alyzing influence of the dead hand were

Tom Scott is dead. 
He died of over­ 
work. 
Possessed of extraordinary execu* 
tive capaeity, and w hat is called an “ iron 
constitution,’’ he paid no attention to 
N atu re’s warnings, and so was cu t down in 
full career, and doomed to years of suffer­ 
ing, to end in a prem ature death. 
H e was 
a great railroad m anager, which is to say 
th a t he had the adm inistrative and organ­ 
izing faculties w hich could have mado 
him a great captain had his bent been 
m ilitary. 
W h it he could do in his own 
way he showed during th e rebellion, when 
he was Stanton's U ndcr-Secretary-of-W ar, 
and had full charge of th e m ilitary tra n ­ 
sportation. 
A* officer and finally P resi­ 
dent of the Pennsylvania C entral R ail­ 
road he exhibited the same m asterly abili­ 
ties. 
He acquired riches in the natural 
cru ise of his lifc-w oik, b ut it is a safe 
assertion th a t he alw ays cared very much 
more for the w ork itself than for w hat 
came 
to 
him 
through 
it. 
H e 
was 
not 
by 
genius 
a 
speculator 
or 
a gam bler in stocks, b u t as we have 
said a great adm inistrator. 
Few men have 
worked harder or more continuously, and it 
may be added th a t few men have taken 
less care for their own health and future. 
Scott had planned the Texas Pacific line, 
and bu t for the physical collapse which 
several years ago practically compelled 
him to relinquish his favorite am bition, he 
m ight have pushed it to completion by this 
tim e. 
H e was a man of 
indom itable 
energy, cool judgm ent and rem arkable 
firmness, and though in this w orld tho 
m ost successful and useful men are never 
long m isled, it w ill be some tim e before 
^ his peer in his peculiar field is found. 


TUNIS AND ENGLAND. 


In th e m atter of Tunis it now appears 
th a t E ngland’s te e th have been draw n by 
the M arqnis of Salisbury, who at the time 
th e T reaty of B eilin was fram ed agreed, 
on behalf of his Governm ent, th a t France 
should have carte blanche in this affair as a 
set-off to the B ritish annexation of Cyprus. 
W hat m akes it worse is th a t .Salisbury 
attem pted to deDy his share of the dis­ 
graceful bargain, until the reco:d was re­ 
ferred Ito, and he was silenced by the 
facts. 
T his was one of th e incidents of 
th a t “ Peace w ith H onor ” which Beacons- 
field and Salisbury brought back to London 
from Berlin. 
The French have taken a 
very unfair advantage of the agreem ent 
made w ith Salisbury, beyond a doubt. 
They have in fact perpetrated a robbery of 
territo ry under cover of it. 
B ut England 
cannot complain of w hat she pledged her­ 
self not to resist, and th u s th e nation has 
to swallow its chagrin as best it may. 
T his episode, however, m ay have th e effect 
of checking th e Tory reaction.

IRRIGATION VS. RIPARIAN RIGHTS. 


By the old California doctrine of appropri­ 
ation of water, the water belonged to the 
first appropriator, and as long as he held it 
for use and not for speculation, the law pro- 
tecte 1 him in his right to it. 
This doctrine 
was enforced by the Supreme Court as 
applied to the numerous ditches and canals 
th at diverted the waters of the mountain 
streams and conveyed them thence to the 
localities where mines were discovered. 
The 
same principle has been applied in all the 
mining States and territories. 
In Colorado, 
where irrigation is a necessity to agriculture, 
as it is iu this State, a series of able decisions 
had recognized the right of diversion of a 
water course to irrigable lands, and over­ 
ruled the old common law doctrine of ripaiian 
ownership. 
By the latter doctrine it is 
claimed th at the owner of land at the mouth 
or on the lower part of a stream, however 
large it may be, or however essential the u-,e 
of its waters to the development of extensive 
tracts, may hold it in full property, as he 
dee3 his land, and prevent any use of it by 
others th at will diminish its volume or soil 
its purity, even though he does not and can­ 
not use it himself. 
In case of a right by 
appropriation the party appropriating is sub­ 
ject to the control of the State and must put 
the water to continual and beneficial use. 
In the other case the water is his absolute 
property ; he is subject to no State control, 
and may use the w ater or not, as he deems 
best, as he may the land by which it flows. 
In Colorado, these conflicting systems were 
litigated before the Courts; and as our Su­ 
preme Court did in eaily days in reference to 
mining rights, th at Court selected the sys­ 
tem best adapted to the wants of the State— 
the system th at would confer the widest ben­ 
efits, and declared that the conditions of the 
State made the English ripaiian doctrines 
inapplicable ar.d injurious to public interests. 
Uur Legislature has tried for several years 
to inaugurate some system that would make 
irrigation possible, but has always had before 
it the forbidding specter of riparian rights. 
Some of the local Courts are now struggling 
with the question, arid are haunted with the 
same spook. It seems impossible to reconcile 
the conflicting interests, and it may be neces­ 
sary for the Legislature and Courts to cut the 
Gordian knot, aud deal with the question as 
the Colorado Court has done, as one requiring 
a reference to first principles and the general 
good. 
In a country like England the law of ri­ 
parian rights is permissible. There irrigation 
is entirely unnecessary, streams are numerous 
aud run full to the sea at all seasons of the 
year, and their principal use is to turn the 
wheels of machinery. 
B ut no such system 
could have grown up in a land unfettered hv 
an inherited code, where broad lands lie 
under the sunlight, needing only irrigation to 
cause them to bear abuudant harvests, but 
perpetually sterile without it. 
The colonies of Fresno depend upon the'r 
power to divert water from streams th at do 
not actually run through their lands. 
Kern 
county has hundreds of thousands of acres 
fertilized by irrigation that would relapse to 
sterility 
under 
riparian 
doctrines. 
Los 
Angeles' great increase of population and 
productiveness is due to the same cause. All 
through the foothills the artificial rivulets 
carry blessing to vineyard and garden. 
Irri­ 
gation is the great need of agriculture from 
the little mountain vineyard to the great 
grain fields, and sure crops cannot be de­ 
pended on without it, while on thousands of 
square miles crops are impossible without 
extensive and repeated irrigation. Hence the 
legislature appropriated money for a scien­ 
tific report on the l est mode of utilizing the 
waters of the State for that purpose, and it 
has been proposed to inaugurate a State sys­ 
tem of irrigation. 
W hile there might be 
some qnestion of the wifdom of such a meas­ 
ure, the fact that such a movement has been 
contemplated iiiustratts the great want of 
the State to be some means of developing 
it3 resources by utilizing its water courses to 
convey fu tility to its barren plains. 
If the doctrine of ripariRn rights ehculd 
prevail, neither public nor private enterprise 
in redeeming our great deseits would be pos­ 
sible. 
T ie numerous canals and ditches that 
have be.= 11 constiuctcd will be rendered use­ 
less, where prescription does not protect 
th em ; and further works of that kind will 
be interdicted. The many thousands of acres 
redeemed by them will lapse into sterility, 
and the thriving homes springing up in the 
wilderness will again become the abodes of 
the owl and rattlesnake. 
All th at will be 
necessary to keep a great extent of country 
unoccupied will be for a few speculators to 
secure a footing at the sink of the lesser riv­ 
ers, or on the margin of streams, and from 
th at point of vantage they can have the broad 
reach of valleys' and hillsides for unlimited 
stock ranges, with no neighbors or obtrusive 
civi.ization to trouble them. 
I t is possible th at the English theory of 
ripaiian rights has become so strongly en­ 
crusted on the body of our law th at it must 
be followed, no m atter w hat mischief it 
may do to the real interests of the State. 
B ut there are many debatable propositions 
connected with its application, and theCourts 
would do well to strictly construe its claims 
where they conflict with the policy and pros­ 
perity of the State.

Conkling was consulting w ith friends in­ 
formally until a very late hour yesterday 
morning. 
I t was well on towards moruÍDg 
when the distinguished ex-Senator sought re­ 
pose, and when he did so, his 


PLANS FOR THE CAMPAIGN 
In which he is about to enter on behalf of 
himself and P la tt were thoroughly matured. 
A t 1 o’clock yesterday morning Conkling and 
P la tt entered a coupe and were driven to the 
residence of Vice-President A rthur. 
Here 
they were m et by the Vice-President, As­ 
semblyman Carpenter, Speaker Sharp of the 
Assembly, 
Police 
Commissioner French, 
Charles Dennison and A rthur B. Johnson of 
U tica, John F . Sm ytheof Albany, ex-United 
States M arshal Louis F . Paine of N ew York 
and Columbia county and Senator John P. 
Jones of Nevada, and the anxiously-expected 
conference was held. 
This conference was 
suggested and arranged by the Governor. H e 
promised to be present himself and personally 
urge Conkling to again become a candidate, 
and he was expected on the II o’clock train 
from Albany, but he failed to appear and 
the conference proceeded without him. 
One 
of the gentlemen present, however, assured a 
Times reporter th at Governor Cornell was 
heartily in favor of the proceedings, and 
they were taken w ith his full knowledge. He 
could indorse them in every particular. 
co n k lisg ’s announcement. 
Conkling announced th a t personally he 
preferred to retire to private life to again 
entering upon the duties of Senator. 
He had 
served his State in the Senate to the best of 
his ability for m any years, and he was ready 
to step down and allow some other man to 
take his place ; but notwithstanding his per­ 
sonal feelings in the m atter, he felt th at it 
was due his friends to take their advice on a 
question of so great importance, and he was 
ready t i sacrifice his personal feelings to 
their demands. 
H e wanted it distinctly un­ 
derstood, however, th at in case of his becom­ 
ing a candidate for the iSenate, Mr. P latt 
should be united with him. 
H e will be a 
party to no arrangement by which he should 
be returned to the Senate and P ia tt be sacri­ 
ficed. 
The cause of the younger man was 
his, and the two m ust stand or fall together.

I t was the opinion of V ice-President A r­ 
thur and all the gentlemen present tb at both 
Conkling and P latt should go to A lbany at 
once and personally engage in the contest be­ 
fore the Legislature. 
This scheme was some­ 
what distasteful to M r. ConkliDg. 
He said : 
“ Uf course I am in the hands of my friends 
now, and feel bound to defer to their wishes ; 
but I do not like to go to Albany on this mis­ 
sion. 
However, it shall be as you desire.” A 
very careful canvass of the members of both 
houses of the Legislature was made during 
the conference, and the result was th at the 
gentlemen came to the unanimous conclusion 
that both ConkliDg and P latt could be elected. 
P latt announced th at he had received letters 
from a great num ber of members, pledging

The confeienre e-r.dei about (i 
o’clock, and Conkling and P la tt were driven 
direct to the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Vice­ 
President A rthur and John F . Smythe went 
to dinner a t the St. James, as guests of Sen­ 
ator John P. Jones, and Speaker Sharp. As­ 
semblyman Carpenter and M arshal Paine 
staited for Albany, to begin the campaign 
for the re election of Conkling and Platt. 


THE SITUATION SUMMARIZED.

Senator Conkling, in 
answer to the inquiries of a friend, said he 
was in the hands of bis friends, and would 
do w hat they thought best. 
He did not 
think this State approved the course of the 
men who proved traitors to General G rant 
at Chicago, and the State would show that 
its Senators did right in protesting against 
rewarding them. N otwithstanding the confi­ 
dent talk of the Conkling men last night, 
they were all willing to admit th at a hard 
fight would have to ha mode a t Albany.

They admitted th at any “ vindication ” they 
should receive would not be of much benefit 
to them .

CHINESE MISSION ANNIVERSARY. 


The anniversary of the Congregational 
Chinese Mission took place at th at church 
last evening, Rev. W , C. Pond of San F ran­ 
cisco, Secretary to the Board of California 
Missions, presiding. 
There was a good attendance present, and 
about forty Chinese, members cf the Mission, 
took part. 
The exercises consisted of recita­ 
tions of Scripture, singing and addresses, and 
proved highly interesting to those present, as 
showing the progress of the scholars in the 
use of the English language, their applica­ 
tion of the Scriptures and the proficiency ac­ 
quired in music. 
They sang in chorus, in 
English, * ‘ There is a Gate th at Stands A jar, ’’ 
and " All to Christ I Owe,” and also sang 
“ Hold the F o r t” in Chineee. 
A quartet 
also sang “ Giving to Jesus All the Glory,” 
and “ I am Saved.” The singing exhibited 
a degree of efficiency which was evidently 
not expected by the audience, and was re­ 
ceived with a suppressed applause. 
The recitations were given in an interest­ 
ing m anner and many of them spoken in very 
plain English. Among the topics upon which 
selections of Scripture were given were : 
Prophesies in Regard to C hrist; Prophesies 
Fulfilled; and Offer of Pardon. 
Recitations 
were also given, entitled “ China for Christ,' 
“ Reasons for Mission W ork.” and others. 
A report was read by the Secretary, showing 
th at the total number of scholars enrolled iu 
this Mission for the year was 110. 
The pres­ 
ent membership is 40, and the average attend­ 
ance for the year 27.

9 he exercises clcsed with an original ad- 
dre.-s by Lem Chung, the helirer in this Mis­ 
sion, which was quite plainly delivered, and 
of which the following is a verbatim re p o rt: 
Dear Friends : I am a Chinese— why I not 
be a heathen? A few years ago I didn’t 
know anything about the bible. 
I didn t 
know about Christ. 
I had not heard of the 
true and living God, bat I heard of this land 
where so many of mv countrymen came and I 
come too, and here I found Christian people 
who loved Christ, and for H is sake love me 
and show me the way of life. 
W hen I first 
hear of the bible I didn’t think I like it. 
I 
said : If no other books I don’t care for this 
one ; I don't want such a book as this. 
I 
thought I didn’t need any more gods, for 
I Eaid I 
have all kinds in the temple, 
and I coaid see them if I go there, but the 
God I hear of in America I cannot se e ! 
When I learn in the bibie what it says about 
the heathen gods th at are made of silver and 
gold, the works of men’s hands ; how they 
have mouth and cannot speak, eyes c&unot 
see, ears and canuot hear, noses cannot smell 
and hands but handle not, I learn also the 
God of the Bible made all things and sees us 
all the time, everything is ruled by His 
hands. W e m ust fear him far H e ii powerful 
and glorious but the idols is unwise. 
I am 
obliged to leave the idols and come to worship 
the true God and trying to observe his law and 
commandments the bible shows me how sin­ 
ful I am and if Christ had not come to the 
world to Bave me I am sure get lost. 
After 1 was converted I study the bible 
more and more and learn great deal, great 
wonder to me. 
Now the bible is a precious 
book. 
I am glad I accept the Savior for my 
Savior and His God my God. 
“ I pass from 
death unto life, from darkness and bondage 
of sin into the glorious light and liberty of a 
new creature in Christ Jesus.” W hat I ex­ 
pect to do if I still be a, heathon ? I must be 
bound to worshiping idols, bow down to all 
kinds of gods ; great fear to them and not 
dare to touch them. 
W henever I enter the 
temple cannot without three bow to the idole. 
The people of China are great superstitions 
they believe every things whatever chance to 
hear or think. 
Let me tell you how some of 
the people doing when any of the family 
getting sick: 
They have a doctor but they 
think some kind of spirit troubling them it 
may chance their ancient father or friends or 
enemies who died before. 
They think they 
must offer something for them to eat that 
they may go away, or some time they go into 
the temple to pray to the idols. 
They 
hope the idols may tell w hat are the reason 
with the sick that they find out how they 
may do and get well. 
How the idols can tell 
them ? L et me make known to ycu : A piece 
of wood has been smcothen in the shape of a 
banana and cut in equal size the longest way. 
This they throw down before the idols that 
they may give a certain condition according 
which they request before ; may be they say, 
If thus is the spirit of an enemy let this 
pieces of wood fall both the same way, or 
some other way, they may choose, till they 
find out w hat is the m atter and offer sacrifice 
th at the spirit may leave off troubling and 
let the sick get well. 
The thief can pray the 
idols th at 
he 
may get help 
to ste al! 
The gambler can ask th at he may win 
the 
money ; the 
robber 
tiiat 
he 
may 
be 
able 
to 
get 
w hat 
he 
wishing 
for. 
If any kind of business going to be 
t iken up t e idols must first be asked about it. 
Everyone is sure to say, “ Now, idols, if you 
help me good, I going to bring you something 
nice to eat when I get success.” 
W hen I was coming over to C a l, suddenly 
a storm caine up, the wind violent sweeping 
over the great ocean ; the water dashing high 
upon the boat. 
The sailors all at work to 
make the ship more safe. The passengers all 
trembling with fear ar.d desperate to arrive 
in San Francisco. 
Is there any chance to be 
Yescue from the storm? 
Yes, soon there was 
heard one of our number calling, “ Whoso­ 
ever 
man 
in 
this 
ship 
have 
any 
money let us have 
some 
of 
it that 
we 
may sacrifice to the goddess of 
the 
sea th at she may deliver us out of the storm 
and let us arrive safe tc the laud of Cal.” 
I had a small snm of money. 
I gave half of 
it; others gave also. 
The man cast it into 
the water and asked the goddess th at she 
let no harm come to us, and we promise 
more sacrifice if we get here. 
There are many reasons for going before 
the idols, but I have no chance to tell so 
much as I like to. 
A ftw weeks since I was 
in San Francisco. 
1 found some of the peo­ 
ple from the town near my home in Chins, 
getting money to send and build a tem­ 
ple over there. 
Every one who 
give 
to 
help build 
it can have their name 
hang 
up 
in 
the 
temple, 
but 
if 
any 
one who give 
820 
to 850, 
they 
have 
a present, and at the time of first worship or 
dedication a band of music to honor them on 
their way home. 
Some of them asked me to 
give, but I said, “ No I cannot, I rather put 
money in the missionary fund.” They said, 
“ your parents will feel sorrow and disgrace 
if they not pee your name, but if you don’t 
want your name you can give and have your 
parent’s name put there ; no on) of your 
Christian men know i t ; you con be a 
Christian just the same.” 
I said, “ I do not 
wish to help my parents to pin ; I don’t be­ 
lieve idol worship and I cannot help about it. 
If I be a Christian I must try to live like 
° te .”

There is a great difference ia the religion 
; taught by the Savior and that of the heathen, 
i It is great change to me to try to be a Chris­ 
tian, to know the true God who fees uh all the 
j time. 
I have worked manv things for the 
idols.

Before I come to the light my life was 
gloomy, miserable, h opjleis; always was 
, fearing the evil spirit, going to trouble me, 
! but I don’t fear them now. 
W ould I go back to idolatry? N o ; Ihe 
j Rible says, “ Thou shall not make nnto thee 
any graven image, or likeness of anything

OUR DEFENSES AGAINST FLOOD3. 


In view of the contemplated improvements 
to the city levees, and in accordance with the 
request from the Board of Trustees, City A t' 
tom ey Andersen has collated and submitted 
the following to the Board as the law at 
present existing upon the subject and the 
method pointed out thereby for making such 
improvements : 
F irst—U nder the Act of the Legislature 
approved M arch 30, 1878 (Statutes of 1877­ 
78, p. 852), the Board of Trustees is author­ 
ized to adopt and establish a system of levees, 
canals and drainage, and to construct and 
m aintain the works necessary thereto. 
Seqond—Any plans or systems, the coBt of 
which is over 820,000, shall be subm itted to 
a vote of the electors of this cily for adop­ 
tion or rejecticn. 
. 
Third—A t the time of the submission of 
the plans or system adopted to the electors, if 
the cost be over 820,000, there shall also be 
submitted three propositions relating to the 
manner of payment for carrying out the plans 
or systems : 
1. Shall the money be raised 
for carrying out such plan or system, by the 
issuance of bonds ? 2. Shall the money be 
raised for carrying out such plan or system, 
by the issuance of certificates of indebted­ 
ness ? 3. Shall the money be raised for car­ 
rying out such plan or system, by direct tax­ 
ation ? The electors ehall select one of these 
methods. 
Fourth—The A ct of 1878 is silent as to the 
manner of calling an election upon these ques­ 
tions, but we find tho mode and manner laid 
down in Article V., Sections 20, 21 and 22, 
of the A ct of A pril 25, 1863. providing for 
the government of the city of Sacramento. 
The Act of M arch 30, 1878, suftra, is supple­ 
m entary to the A ct of A pril 25, 18G3, and 
gives further powers to the Board. 
F ifth—The A ct of 1878 is silent with re­ 
gard to the manner of making assessments 
and of the collections after assessments are 
made. 
Also there is nothing said as to the 
manner of issuing bonds or certificates of 
indebtedness, fixing time of payment, amount 
of each bond or certificate, interest, etc. 
Thus, if the A ct of 1S78 Bhould be taken as it 
stands, without the aid of any other enact­ 
ments, there would be no way to make an 
assessment, nor to collect the tax, nor issue 
bonds or certificates. I t was certainly the in­ 
tention of the Legislature to tender this A ct 
operative and effectual, and to th at end we 
m ust treat that A ct as supplementary to the 
Act providing for the government of the city 
of Sacramento, passed A pril ’25, 18G3, which 
last-named A ct prescribes the manner in 
which all assessments shall be levied anti 
taxes collected, under the General Revenue 
A ct of May 17, 18G1; and Article V ., Section 
20, of the A ct of 18G3, seems also to provide 
that the Board shall have the power to “ levy 
and collect a special lax” to pay debts and 
obligations created in the interest and for the 
protection of the city. 
Sixth—The Board shall prepare a full and 
complete specification of the contemplated 
plan or system, the estimated cost of the 
same, and include the three modes of raising 
the money to carry out such plan or system, 
and advertise the same, together with the 
time and place for the qualified electors to 
vote upon the propositions. 
The election 
shall be held within fifteen days after the 
publication has been made. 
Judges and in­ 
spectors of such election shall be appointed 
by tho Board. 
I t is expected th at the subject will receive 
further consideration at the meeting of the 
Board this morning, with a view to an early 
submission of the question to the electors of 
the city in regard to the appropriation for 
the work.

itary Academy.

AWKWARD 
W 0SD3. 


W hat awkward prefixes “ Mrs.” and 
“ Miss ” are to the names of our women ! 
“ Mister ” is distasteful enough as a mascu­ 
line title, but the unpronouncable “ Mrs." 
and the hissing “ Miss ” should have sur­ 
vived as long as they have is a reflection 
upon the good sense of English-speaking 
people. 
“ Mistress ” for “ M rs.” might be 
revived—indeed, i would be a great im­ 
provement ; but how inferior even this 
term is to “ M adame” of the French. For 
“ Mademoiselle” we have actually no exact 
equivalent, for this term may be UBed either 
as a prefix to the name, or separately as a 
title, while the use of “ Miss 
without the 
name to follow is avulgarism of the deepest 
dye. 
This fact leads to many awkward­ 
nesses. 
How shall a person address a 
young lady whose name he does not know ? 
To say “ M iss” is abominable; to say 
“ Madam,” if she is very young, is absurd ; 
to borrow 
“ Mademoiselle” 
would be 
an affectation. 
The language absolutely 
provides nothing appropriate in such an 
emergency, unless a word fairly obsolete 
in this use is revived—the word “ lady.” 
W e occasionally hear common people ad­ 
dress a lady simply as “ lady,” while the 
better informed, as they are supposed to 
be, Btumble at “ Madam,” or are guilty of 
the impropriety of saying “ Miss.” 
It 
could be adopted more freely in this coun­ 
try than in England, because here it is not 
a title of rank, and no exclnsive class is 
entitled to it. 
Few readers are probably 
aware how frequently the word “ lady” 
is used in Shakespeare, not merely as a 
title but as a designation. 
It is even at 
times used as substitute for “ wife,” which 
modern taste condemns without reserva­ 
tion. 
“ W hy did you throw your lady 
from you ?” asks Imogen of Posthumus. 
Perhaps this word here was used to meet 
the requirements of the rythm. but cer­ 
tainly it falls very pleasantly on the ear ; 
and the word in this senee abounds in 
Shakespeare. 
To revive it as an appro­ 
priate and specific title for a gentlewoman 
would 
be exceedingly convenient. 
It 
belongs as rightly to the young aB 
to 
the old, 
to the single as to the 
married, and conld be extended to all ranks 
above the lowest. 
Perhaps it would not 
do, however, to use it as a prefix to the 
name, especially so long as it indicates title 
and rank. 
“ Lady Smith ” would be 
looked upon as an affectation, but the priv­ 
ilege and the custom of addressing every 
woman as “ lady,” of writing to her, when 
occasion requires one to write to a lady 
who is not an acquaintance, under this ad­ 
dress, would be good English, good taste, 
good sense, good manners, and a most 
felicitous substitute 
for 
the awkward 
and often 
inappropriate Anglo-French 
' ‘ Madam. ” 
Or, if not this, can any one 
suggest exact snbstitntes for awkward 
“ M rs.’ and embarrassing “ M iss” ? And 
why, let us ask, must a lady’s title neces­ 
sarily indicate whether she is married or 
single ? 
W hy must this information be 
conveyed every time her name is uttered ? 
Whose business is it beyond those who 
know without the prefix ? One title, there­ 
fore, only is wanted. 
Who will invent it 
—or Bball we make it “ lady ” ?—[Apple­ 
ton’s Journal.

last winter Mr. Huntington suggested to 
Hon. Krastus Corning and Henry C. Jew ­ 
ett the propriety of having the bones of 
Henry Clay resurrectid, and they com­ 
missioned him to undertake the work. 
Professor Henry A. W ard, of Iiochester, 
and his assistant, Professor Lucas, were 
consulted, and at first they entertained 
grave doubts about the bones having re­ 
sisted decay, buried as they were, nearly 
fourteen years ago, in muck soil. 
They 
feared that, even if found intact, they 
would not 6tand the cleaning and drilling 
necessary to be done in mounting them. 
Nevertheless it was decided to make the 
experiment. 
The large bones were dis­ 
covered to be like flint, and the smaller 
bones had the texture of whalebone. 
The 
joints were sound and free from imperfec­ 
tions ; but a close examination snowed that 
one of the ribs had been broken and re­ 
united.” 
I t may not be necessary, nevertheless 
we do it, to add that the above refers not 
to Henry Clay, the statesman, but to 
Henry Clay, the once wonderful horse.
